Hey Dan - Well I guess my posting was a bit confusing. Thanks for your 
humorous interpretation of it. My take on the loss issue more fully 


explpained follows. 


I used to take a 50 ft piece of coax along with me to conect to the 
antenna on portable excursions. Sometimes I only needed 10 feet and 
sometimes I needed the whole 50 ft. So what I did was make 3 lengths, 
one 10 feet, one 20 ft, and one 40 ft. I can make any length up to 70 ft 
in 10 ft lengths. tha is 10, 20, 10 +20 =30, 40, 40+10 =50, 40 + 20 + 60 
and 40 + 20 +10 +70. In this fashion I never have a feedline much longer 
than I need and so the feedline loss in minimized. I am not sure how 
much I save this way, but it is a resonable approach. 


I store the male to male UHF adaptors by screwing them into the ends of 
the feedlines. That way they are always there. Also I find if I forget 
an adaptor I just use the next longer length of coax.

Well, I think the review was unbiased, but "unbiased" does not have to 
mean "unimpressed." When a radio of this price class has dynamic range 
that stacks up against the performance of what most hams see as the 
top-end radios, an unbiased review says so! 


I wanted to include a table comparing it with Model I, Model K, Model T 
and Model Y, but the editor shot it down. (A bit too "unbiased?" :-) ). 
Of course, the top-end radios do have a number of features that are 
found only in top-end radios, but if one wants basic top-end receiver 
performance, compare the number of the K2 against the numbers in the 
Reviews of the big-gun radios and decide for yourselves. 


> Having made a/b comparisons between my K2's and OMNI VI+ over many 

> months, the glowing independent assessment was no surprise. Selectivity is 
> one edge the OMNI is still holding on to with its cascaded filters, but 

> improved filters ARE on Elecraft's list of future enhancements’ ;-) 


I will add that we just completed the swept-frequency dynamic range 
tests and that little K2 maintains that high dynamic range right up to 
the filter bandpass. So even though the OmniVI may have a bit better 
skirt selectivity, strong signals a couple of kHz away, even if they 
could be slightly audible in the passband, will not result in much, if 
any, blocking -- at least no more than strong signals 50 kHz away. The 
"Expanded Test Report" should be ready in a day or two, for those who 
want to see the numbers.

Two members of the Southeast Ohio Radio Adventure Team 
operated Freeze Your B___ Off.

Just a little side note on this. 


I have had good success with lightweight antennas made of 
Radio Shack speaker hookup wire. In fact, my present 

130 foot end fed version is made of the stuff, separated 
to get a single wire. 


A few years ago, N9EX and I worked Field Day QRP using a 
loop skywire supported at the corners by helium balloons. 
The support insulators and feedpoint attachment were made 
of ordinary plastic buttons from a fabric store. Anchoring 
guy lines were kite string tied off to convenient trees so 
as to hold the loop in the appropriate square shape. 


We used the unseparated speaker wire as a balanced feeder, 
which checked out both in theory and by approximation as 
maybe 75 ohm impedance. We used a transmatch into the HW-8 
to work multiple bands, but the thing was resonant on one 
(I forget which, probably 80 meters because that was the 
size of the loop.) Anyway, it performed well enough. I 
suppose there must be some loss in the speaker wire when 
used as a balanced feed line, but for 30 or 40 feet of it 
suspended in free air, it didn't seem to matter. 


I don't imagine this would be recommended for QRO operation 
(snicker). Might make an interesting fireworks display for 
a few seconds, though.

Nice short qso, but I was 
interrupted by the call for dinner. 


We finished dinner, and it was time for the contest. The first qso was with 
K5LN, Bill in Round Rock, Texas. He gave me a 549. Great, first qso. 
Decided to call CQ, and Dean, KH6B calls. We work yet another contest. 
Seems like I have a pipeline to Dean. I work him almost every Spartan 
Sprint. The next call is from AF5Z, Bob Helms in Georgetown, Texas. 
NW7DX,Ben, the fast young op gives me a call. Nice fist, and boy can he 
send. Slowed down to 25 to work me, and it was a pleasure. 


Then it happened. I am calling CQ TEST, CQ SP, etc, and VE7PEX, Rich in 
Terrace, BC gives me a call. He wants to have a qso, so I stop the 
contesting and chat for a few minutes. We sign, and I go on. Only ina qrp 
contest. 


NOIBT, Dave puts Colorado in the log, and I'm back in the contest. Just as 
soon as he signs, Jim, AL7FS tests the AGC in the K2. Here I am, leaning 
forward to strain to hear, and wow, loud CW from Alaska, and a fine fist 
also. (By the way, why do we lean forward when we are trying to hear a 
faint signal?). Alaska and Hawaii both call me!! The Doublet is doing the 
job. 


Then a nice 579 signal from IL, K6UND/9, Pete in DeKalb is in the log. 

AA7LE calls from Oregon, and Bary (correct spelling according to QRZ)has a 
nice loud Oregon signal. Almost everyone that I work from Oregon on 20 just 
booms in here. Bary is no exception. 


K4ZM, Jim, calls from Mobile, AL. I thought he said AR at first, but asked 
for a repeat and got AL right the second time. My fault Jim. Nice signal 
and nice fist. 


Then the challenge of the night. I think it was NN4N, but I am not sure. I 
copied 339 TX 3W for the report, and it was either NN4 or NN5, never did get 
it. We tried for 20 minutes. The signals were just in the noise, popping 
up every time he sent BK. He would send BK, then NN4 and I could not get 
it. Finally, he disappeared. If you read this, please let me know, and 
thanks for the try. I apologize, but I just could not get your call. 


WAOGBR helped to restore my confidence in copying when he sent me a nice 579 
signal from Nebraska. Thanks John, and go Huskers (except when you play the 
Kansas schools, grin).

called, but no response. Busted qso. 


Now it is the start of the second hour of the contest. W4DON, answers my CQ 
and wants to exchange Fists numbers and have a qso. So, we do. He is 
running qrp, says that he started running qrp in 1975 and used a TenTec 
Argonaut. We talked for about 10 minutes. 


Doc Drake, W5TB is the next catch, and a fine signal from Texas. We have 
worked many times in these contests, and it is always a pleasure to work an 
old friend. 


The last qso of the contest for me is W3WKP/QRP in VA. And Dave is also not 
in the contest, but wants to ragchew, so we do. Nice qso until qrm got us 
and I had to run.

Total operating time 1 hour 
and 25 minutes. Got a phone call and had to shut down early. The last half 
hour, I could only hear Jim, AL7FS and Dean, KH6B calling CQ. Both were 
making contacts, but I could not hear the other stations. Lots of fun, and 
again, I was very pleased with the results using the NorCal Doublet ribbon 
cable antenna.

Mary asks about different "versions" of 2N2222 
transistors.... 

You should make a distinction between the 
"2Nxxxx" numbers that we know transistors by, and 
the hunka silicon buried inside. Manufacturers use 
and re-use chips, putting ‘em in different packages. 
Each instance gets a different name. Almost 
anything you see with a "2222" is going to have a 
chip inside made from the same template. Perhaps 
quality control is more stringent for mil-spec 
"2N2222a" versions than the "MPS2222a" versions, 
but they have the same heart. 

My Motorola book shows the following transistors, 
all grouped together under ONE data sheet:

This tells me that the chip inside each is very 
similar, and only the package is different (the 2N2218 
is in a T039 can that can throw out more heat). 

The MPS2222 would also contain the same chip, but resides 
in a plastic TO-92 package. MMBT2222 is a surface-mount 
version. MPQ2222 is a quad version. 

In addition, other manufacturers make the same 
chip too: a PN2222 is made by Fairchild (National semi). 
National semi gives a chip type a "process number" and 
often uses these chips in a variety of transistor 
packages, each with a different name.

While cleaning the shack I noticed what a big pile of log books I have 
accumulated, thirty-two to be exact, which represent about 20,000 QSOs. 
Among the QSLs displaying my WAS-QRP there is one for my first QSO. How 
many of you recall your first-ever QSO? I do recall mine wery well. 


It was late in 1957. At that time I rented a room in a private row 
house in Essex, Maryland. Having passed the general class exam I was 
waiting for my ticket and was all set-up with BC348 receiver, Viking 
Ranger transmitter, a homebrew antenna tunner, homebrew SWR bridge, and 
a center-loaded mobile whip which was leaning up against a wall in one 
corner of my room. Well, the ticket finally arrived and I became K3CHP. 
That evening, with shaky hands, I tuned my antenna to CW portion of the 
80-meter band and was so nervous that, saying to myself that I have 
plenty of time, decided to try for a contact next day. The next day 
came. This time I was more nervous, but knowing that I'll have to do it 


sooner or later, resolved to give it an honest try. Being terrified of 
answering a "CQ," I decided to send one myself - secretly hoping that 
nobody would answer. Not having any experience, I tuned my rig to 3757 


KHz and, again, with shaky hands, sent out a "CQ." No responsse. WHEW! 
So far so good. This time, being somewhat encouraged, I sent another 
"CQ." BANG!!! "K3CHP K3CHP de W1IVK." Sweat started pouring from my 


face and after I collected myself I was able to respond with a shaky 
message which was full of errors. Anyway, the other op was Chet, from 
Springfield, MA. When I made it clear that he was my first QSO and how 
nervous I was, he said it was a common phenomenon. Another QSO that 
evening was out of the question - I was so spent, that I quickly shut 
everything off and went to a movie! 


Months later, the experience with my first voice (AM) QSO was ever worse 
and my foreign accent did not help. 


QRP came later.

This is a fairly full featured almost WYSIWYG html editor that lets you 
use it like a DTP or Word processor type program, and converts the pages 
to html for you. It will do most if not all of the HTML 4.0 spec (the 
current one) and will let you insert Javascript, but may NOT display the 
Javascript, depending on what the JS actually does. 


The manual is a separate download, well worth printing out (all 237 
pluspages) if you're like me and prefer printed material you can thumb 
through whilst you are actually working on pages. It's an excellent 
primer on html if you haven't done any. 


If you want to pay money, look at AceExpert from Visicom in Canada, less 
than $35 US or thereabouts. You can download a cripple version shareware 
limited time, and then ante-up if you like it. Thia has spellcheck, html 
check and syntax check facilities as well, and has some ready made JS 
scripts and templates for it, these come free with the package. You 
would need to do a search for this one using alatavista or similar, but 
again I use it as well as AOLpress. 


I also do hand coding now, and both of these programs let you switch 
between html and seeing what you type on-screen with single clicks. 


Hope this helps, look at my websites below for examples of work done 
with these programs.

With all the discussion going on, thought I would offer a few thoughts from my 
experiences: 


*x The F-connector series actually works quite well as a cheap RF connector, 
actually better RF performance than I had originally thought. 


x Many have already mentioned the stiffness of needing to use a cable with a 
solid center conductor. This would only tend to be more troublesome for portable 
ops. For typical home station use, would not be much of an issue. 


* I am not fond of using the typical RG-59 and RG-6 cables that have aluminum 
shielding wires if the cable and/or connectors will be subject to much flexure. 
In those situations, I try to use cables with copper shielding wires if at all 
possible. The aluminum stress hardens and breaks to easily for me. 


*x I have had some problems on occassion with "less than optimum" conductivity 
between the solid copper wire of the cable which makes the center pin of the 
connector and the mating female jack this may plug into. Seems most of it comes 
from oxidation over time of the copper wire. Most times, just loosening the 
connector, giving it a jiggle or two, and retightening will eliminate any 
problems. I have even used some of the copper "anti-oxidant" coatings at times 
which seems to help, but you gotta be careful not to contaminate the insulator 
material. 


* You can also sometimes have connection problems (usually over time) when using 
RG-6 sized cable and connectors with the typical female chassis jacks, double 
female barrel connectors, etc. The reason for this is that the center conductor 
of RG-6 cable is larger than RG-59-sized cables, and that the mating female 
connectors are really made for the RG-59-sized center wire. The larger wire of 
the RG-6 cable can kinda over-stretch the springiness of some female connectors 
and give not-so-good connections. It can be particularly aggravating if you use 
a "box" with RG-6 cable and swap to the smaller-conductor RG-59. This became an 
interesting problem in the home TVRO industry years ago when people started 
using RG-6 cable in lots of places. 


* Buy a decent hex crimping tool to install connectors. 


So, use them all you want cause they do work, they are cheap, and easy to work 
with. From any performance standpoint, they will "get you on the air" for sure 
if money for better connectors is that much of an issue. Like someone also said, 
you can find free cable just begging to be used so use it -- hell, us hams are 


good for that aren't we? If it breaks, fix it for a dime or so. Share your 
experiences with the group.
